“pal” of Fox. He admitted knowing 
Fox, but denied having aided him in the 
Reden robbery. Joe Hing said he couid 
not identify Musso as the man who was 
with Fox at his place. 

Tells of Slaying Robber. 

Hing said he had bought a revolver 
last fall, by advice of a policeman, after 
an attempt was made to rob a restau- 
rant which he then conducted, at New- 
stead and St. Louis avenues. He told re- 
porters how he shot Fox.

Marie Moentmann, Through Her

Moentmann of 8410 Michigan 
avenue, the factory girl whose arms 
were cru&hed in a printing press at the 
plant of the Fulton Bag and Cotton 
Mills,’ Seventh and Poplar streets, Nov. 


5, necessitating amputation, filed suit 
in the Circuit Court today against the 
company for $100,000 damages.’ As the 
girl is only 15 years old, the suit is 
brought through her mother, Mrs. Ma- 
rie Moentmann, as next friend.

The girl was employed as a feeder for 
a& power press on which bags were 
printed.

She tried to release it 
with the other and both hands were 
caught and drawn between the cylin- 
ders and so badly crushed and mangled 
that they had to be amputated that 
day.

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TESTIFIES DRIVER 
OF AUTO THAT HURT 
MAN WAS DRUNK 


Policeman Witness at Trial of 
Youth Whose Machine Demol- 
ished Newspaper Cart. 


——_—_ 


DRIVER KEPT CAR GOING; 


Companion of Man Hurt Jumped 
on Running Board and Vain- 
ly Tried to Stop Machine. 


At the trial of Homer Steinhoff, 20 
years old, of 5700 Etzel avenue, on a 
charge of felonious wounding with an 
automobile, the Circuit Attorney today 
offered testimony that Steinhoff was 
intoxicated at 4:20 a. m. on Sept. 4 last, 


when his automobile struck and de- 


molished a newspaper delivery cart on 


Delmar boulevard, just west of Hamil- 


ton avenue, and injured the driver, Curt 
Mindell, 29, of 6539 Crest, avenue, St. 
Louis County. 

Steinhoff, on cross-examination, was 
asked if he was intoxicated. He denied 
it, but admitted that he had drunk two 
bottles of beer during the evening. He 
was returning to a party on the Clay- 
ton road, he said, after having driven 
a couple in the party back into town. 

Policeman Walter Bennett, who ar- 
rested Steinhoff after ‘firing six 
shots at the moving automobile, said 
Steinhoff staggered when he got out 
of the machine, and that the young 
man’s breath smelled of liquor. The 
policeman declared he believed Stein- 
hoff was intoxicated. 

The trial started yesterday in Judge 
Grimm's court, 20 weeks after the injury 
to Mindell, and ‘after the State, for press 
uf other cases, had taken four contin- 
uances. 

Mindell First Witness. 

Mindell was the first witness. He 
said he was driving west on Delmar 
boulevard, wrapping papers as he went. 
West of Hamilton avenue he looked 
back and saw the lights of an automo- 
bile not more than six feet away, he 
said. Almost immediately his cart was 
struck and he was thrown on the 
automobile hood. He said Thomas H. 
Rileys,another newspaper carrier who 
was driving a short distance ahead of 
him, jumped on the running board of 
the machine. 

At De Giverville avenue, a block west, 
he said, the auto stopped, but when 
Riley started to the rear to get its li- 
cense number it started with a jerk. 
Riley again jumped upon the running 
board, and, according to his testimony, 
also introduced yesterday, he made an 
attempt to stop the car by moving the 
levers on the steering wheel. 

Riley told of passing a policeman at 
the Wabash station two blocks west of 
Hamilton avenue, and of shouting to 
the policeman to stop the auto. The po- 
liceman, he said, fired six shots. At 
this time he estimated the automobile 
was running at from 15 to 20 miles an 
hour. The automobile stopped about 300 
feet west of the Delmar boulevard 
bridge over the River des Peres, he 
testified. P 

Mindell was taken from the automo- 
bile hood and was sent to St. Luke’s 
Hospital, where he remained two days. 
Dr. M. B. Clopton testified he treated 
him there and for about 10 days after 
he was removed to his home for a frac- 
ture and partial dislocation of the left 
side of the collar bone. 

On cross-examination Riley was asked 
if he had not struck Steinhoff, causing 
him to drive away, and if his attempts 
to stop the car had not been the cause 
of keeping it going. Riley denied strik- 
ing Steinhoff, but said he didn’t know 
anything about the mechanism of an 
automobile. 3 

Defendant’s Demurrer Overruled. 

At the conclusion of the State’s case 
yesterday, Vital W. Garesche, attorney 
for Steinhoff, filed a demurrer, contend- 
ing that culpable negligence on Stein- 
hoff’s part had not been shown. When 
the trial was resumed this morning 
Judge Grimm overruled this demurrer, 
and the defense began. 

Mrs. George T. McDonald of 7008 
Kingsbury boulevard, sister of Steinhoff, 
testified that Mindell, in delivering pa- 
pers to her home, permitted his cart to 
go down the street in zig-zag fashion, 
with no control of the reins. She said 
she had noticed this because she had 
been up nursing her husband, 


Steinhoff’s Testimony. 

Steinhoff followed his sister to the 
stand, and said he lived with his 
widowed mother. On the night he hit 
Mindell’s cart, he said, it was very 
dark and he had twe gas lights burn- 
ing. He said he sounded his, horn at 
Hamilton, and that he was not driving 
more than 10 or 16 miles an hour, He 
was within 10 or 1 feet of Mindell's 
cart, he said, when he first saw it. 


Steinhoff asserfed he did not see any 
lights on the cart, and said that he tried 
to pass on the right side of the cart, as 
there Was not room on the left. As 
he swerved to the right, he testified, the 
cart also swerved that way, and he 
hit it. 

He told of Mindell being hurled onto 
the hood of the machine, and of Riley 
jumping on the running board. Riley, 
he testified, struck him on the jaw, and 
his hand grasped the throttle, starting 
thé machine and increasing its speed.

On the other hand, if you say that 
Germany and her allies have conquered 
another nation, and that now not fewer 
than three countries have been swept 
by the victorious armies of the two 
Kaisers; if you dwell upon the extent 
of this victory as witnessed by the sub- 
mission of nations, you can easily be- 
come the victim of your own words and 
perceive a triumph which does not exist 
and has never existed. 

The real issue of the war has de- 
pended for many months, actually from 
the ‘start, on the outcome of the duel 
between Germany on the one hand and 
France and Great Britain on the other. , 
Austria’s mission has been to deal with 
Russia and the Balkans, and Austria 
has never been dble to perform its mis- 
sion alone, thus weakening Germany's 
position in the face of her true foes. 
Now, in this war between Germany and 
her western foes, the campaigns have 
proceeded - about as one might expect, 
when regard is had for the superior 
preparation of Germany and the long 
time in which Germany had been ma- 
turing her plans. 


Growth of Alli Strength. 
Atter 18 months 68,000,000 Germans have 


been able to take from an Anglo-French 
alliance a little more than 8000 square 
miles of French territory-—a twenty- 
fifth of France. When this conquest 
was made France had a little more 
than a million troops in the fleld and 
Great Britain rather less than 150,000. 
Germany had for use against France 
and Great Britain rather little less than 
a million and a half. Today Great Brit- 
ain has a million troops in France and 
France has on the first line something 


front Germany has between 1,500,000 and 
1,750,000, 

Today French and British reserves 
exceed all remaining German reserves, 
and thus insure to France and Great 
Britain a permanent superiority in num- 
bers on the Western front. With the 
help of the munitions plants of the 
United States, France and Great Britain 
Nave overtaken and passed Germany, 
both in the manufacture of munitions 
and of artillery. In man-power and gun- 
power Germany.is now and will remain 
for the period of the war at a disad- 
vantage. 

Take now the case of money. Before 
the war the combined wealth of France 
and Great Britain was not less than 
twice that of Germany, and the reserves 
of capital were evon greater. Germany 
was in the process of extending and de- 
veloping her plants and was putting her 
earnings back into her plants. France 
and Great Britain had great investments 
all over the world, from which they 
drew and continue to draw revenue. 
They are now from time to time dis- 
posing of them to get new supplies to 
run the war. 

. What Germany Has Lost. 

Against the 8400 square miles of France 
that Germany has acquired, she must 
set’ the complete loss of the use of 
the sea and the loss of the whole colo- 
nial empire that she has built up in 
this last generation. The latter is a 
consideration for the future, but the 
loss of the use of the sea amounts, to 


ase the outside world is concerned. 

The population of the _ portion 
of France occypied by Germany did not 
exteed 2,500,000 before the war. Ger- 
man losses as tabulated by German of- 
ficial reports show a greater casualty 
total than this. The population of 
France and Great Britain before the 
war was 85,000,000 in Europe, plus not far 
from 15,000,000 whites in their colonies, 
and their combined casualties do not 
exceed the German.

Thanks to superior preparation, 
Germany was able to strike first and 
to take a small portion of French ter- 
ritory. But 16 months ago her progress 
in the west was brought to a halt and 
she has never been able to move for- 
ward again. Since then the latent re- 
sources of Great Britain and France 
have permitted them to overtake and 
pass Germany, and British sea power 
has enabled the western allies to de- 
prive Germany of all commercial activ- 
ity—to paralyze her foreign trade. 

If observers waquid remember the his- 
tory of the Civil. War, of the Napoleonic 
wars, and not fix theif attention upon 
the minor incidents as contrasted with 
the larger facts of the present war, 
they would perceive that the conflict is 
proceeding about as all similar con- 
flicts have proceeded, and that such 
difference as there is inures to the aa- 
vantage of the enemies of Germany. 
Between midsummer of 18% and the 
spring of 1807 Napoleon defeated Aus- 
tria at Ulm and Austerlitz, Prussia at 
Jena and Auerstadt, Russia at Fried- 
land. He compelled Austria and Prus- 
sia to make peace on his terms, and by 
threat and artifice persuaded beaten 
Russia to hecome his ally at Tilsit. 


Civil War Comparison. 
In the American case Bull Run was 


fought in July, 1861, and there followed 
the long series of defeats in the penin- 
sula at Second Bull Run, at Fredericks- 
burg, at Chancellorsville, before we 
came to Gettysburg in July, 1863, and 
superior resources and numbers at last 
began to tell. Now, nothing is clearer 
than that the German success has not 
approximated Napoleon’s and that al- 
lied defeats have not compared with 
those of the Northern armies in the 
first two years of our: conflict. 

All that history can teach us points 
to the fact that unless the smaller na- 
tion, the country with fewer men and 
smaller resources, can achieve its vic- 
tory while its superiority in preparation 
is decisive, it is beaten, and the only 
question. is the length of time that the 
War must run before exhaustion strikes 
it down. In. the case of Napoleon, even 
the decisive victories of the earlier years 
or the empire were insufficient. Louis 
A1V failed also, despite his enormous 
advantage in preparations. 

Germary has already failed in her 
main object; she planned ta defeat 
France completely and take fram her a 
tremendous indemnity; she planned to 
turn her armies to the east and dispose 
of Russia. She then would be prepared 
t. challenge Great Britain, her real ri- 
val and her true enemy. She planned to 
dominate not alone Europe, but the 
world, Today she is fighting not Great 
Britain alone, but Europe, with only 
weak allies, and on no side is there any 
promise of a victory. 

Germany is not exhausted, but exhaus- 
tion is coming in her case, because she 
is inferior fn all resources and because 
she made great early drafts upon her 
strength, 

As for unlucky Montenegro, its mis- 
cries are certain to excite sympathy, ita 
defeat to make the German gazettes 
talk, but it has no meaning in the war. 
Cattaro and the Montenegrin coast were 
a part of the empire Napoleon resigned 
at Fontainebleau, but possession on the 
Adriatic coast did not postpone or pre- 
vent decision in Champagne and Ile de 
France,

The Russian Minister of War was 
asked by the Post-Dispatch and New 
York World for a statement of his 
views on the military situation in 
Russia today.

PETROGRAD, Jan. 21.—After all the 
attempts of the Austro-Germans last 
autumn to gain possession of the line 
of the Dvina had finally failed, com- 
parative calm settled down on the east- 
ern front. 

This period 0@ calm was only at times 
broken by skirmishes on the Riga and 
the Dvinsk fronts and in the Pripet re- 
gion, where the Austro-Germans cot- 
tinued their unsuccessful attempts to 
gain possession of the railway junc- 
tions. ‘ 

However, in all their attempts, the 
enemy suffered heavy losses and was 
unable to make any ground to the east- 
ward. The redistribution of the Austro- 
German forces, carried out during De- 
cember because of the campaign in the 
Balkans, coincided with the -attack ini- 
tiated on the south front by the Russian 
army. 

In this campaign on the south front 
between the Pripet region and the Ru- 
manian frontier, the enemy, fighting ob- 
stinately, was driven from strongly for- 
tified positions by the energy of the 
Russian attack. Notwithstanding a se- 
ries of fierce counter-attacks, which cost 
the Austro-Germans enormous losses, 
these positions remained in our hands 
and will serve as points d’appui (sup- 
porting positions) for our further oper- 
ations. 

At present advantage is being taken 
of the lull in the operations. The Rus- 
Sian army, full of steadfast determi- 
nation and with the whole-hearted sup- 
port of the country behind it, is gather« 
ing its material and forces for the fur- 
ther struggle with the ehemy.

Action Taken Following Seizure 
of Food Ship, Heavy Blow 
at British Newspapers. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World. 


LONDON, Jan. 21.—Sweden seems de- 
termined to set the pace for neutrals 
in regard to reprisals, for with the hold- 
ing up by the British liner Stockholm 
from New York and the seizure of 1600 
tons of her cargo which is still being 
unloaded, Sweden has prohibited the ex- 


port of wood pulp, whether wet or dry. 

This will affect the British paper in- 
dustry seriously. as it is estimated. nine- 
tenths of the pulp used here is imported 
from Sweden. While some concerns 
have a large stock, a continuance of the 
embargo would create future embarrass- 
ment, it is said. 

“The action of Sweden,”- says the 
Westminster Gazette, “is a reminder to 
those who have been urging a complete 
blockade of neutrals that these Powers 
have power of retaliation which may be 
even more inconvenient to ug than the 
loss of our supplies of paper,’’ 

Only recently the Newspaper Society 
which represents newspapers throughout 
the country decided that, in view of 
the enormous increase in the price of 
wood pulp, either there weuld have to 
be a reduction in the size of the papers 
by 60 per cent or an increase of ® per 
cent in their price. 

Many provincial newspapers have been 
forced to discontinue publication in re- 
cent months, 

According to Lloyds, who are the 
greatest paper manufacturers in the 
country, there is only sufficient pulp in 
the country to meet normal require- 
ments until March 1,

Also Wants Objections With- 
drawn to the Scheme for 
Converting Income Bonds 
Into Preferred and Pay- 
ment of “Bonuses.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 21.—An ap- 
peal to the State Public Service Com- 
raission, to withdraw its objection to im- 
portant features of the Frisco reorgan- 
ization plan, was filed with the board 
here today by H. 8. Priest of St. Louis, 
attorney for the proposed reorganizers, 
J. & W. Seligman and Speyer & Co, of 
New York. 

The commission handed down a de- 
cision Dec. 23, which was termed a ‘‘gen- 
eral approval’. of the reorganization 
plan, but which ordered that the plan 
be amended in important particulars, 
the commission's purpose being to place 
the control of the road in the hands of 
the stockholders, instead of the New 
York financiers. wi 

Victory for Yoakum. 

The commission’s action was regard- 
ed as a vietory for B. F. Yoakum, for- 
mer chairman of the Frisco board, and 
the largest individual stockholder, who 
has been » a ao the reorganization 

lan. 
whe acuiicianels decided to eliminate 
the proposed voting trust, of seven mem- 
pers, which, under the bankers’ plan, 
was to control the Frisco’s manage- 
ment for five years. This plan,. the 
commission held, would place the bond- 
holders in control. 

In Judge Priest's petition, the New 
York financiers ask that the commis- 
gion “approve, or refrain from disap- 
proving, the deposit by the reorganiza- 
tion managers of the preferred and com- 
mon stock of the new company with 
voting trustees.” 

Says Roard Erred. 

The commission erred, Judge Priest's 
petition states, in disapproving the vot- 
ing trust plan. The commission, not be- 
ing a judicial body, the petition says, 
has nO jurisdiction to determine the 
validity of private agreements between 
the reorganization managers and the 
proposed voting trustees, and between 
ths reorganization managers and the 
creditors and stockholders of the rail- 
road company, who will receive voting 
ust certificates under the plan.

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AERIAL STRENGTH, 
LAMBERT SAYS 


350 Aeroplanes Needed in De- 
fensive Program, St. Louisan 
Tells Security Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Albert Bond 
Lembert of St. Louis, wealthy aeronay- 
tic expert, spoke today on “Military and 
Naval Aeronautics” before the National 
Security Congress, held under the aus- 
rices of the National Security League. 

He said the United States, waile rank- 
ing fourth among the nations in war- 
ship tonnage, was twentieth in aeronau- 
tic strength. This, he said, was due to 
the failure of Congress to realize the 
value of aeronautics. 

‘‘None of our naval aviators has taken 
part in the maneuvers of our battleship 
fleets,”"’ Lamber said. ‘‘Our navy aero- 
planes are not equipped with wireless 
eystems, although we have a code «of 
signals which are fairly effective as long 
as the aeroplane is within vision, In 
only one or two instances have the 
navy aeroplanes assisted iin spotting or 
range-finding in co-operation with our 
coast defense guns. Important artillery 
practice has taken place without the 
presence of the army aeroplanes. 

Only 20 Aeroplanes Available. 

“In other words, we lack the essen- 
tials in this most important branch of 
the military service. 

“The total number of aeroplanes fit 
for military service in the United States, 
including the army, navy and coast de- 
fense, does not exceed 20. 

“To properly equip our present navy 
we meed for our battleship fleets 150 
neroplanes, We need 700 hydro-aero- 
planes for our coast.defense and shallow 
water vessels, and 200 aeroplanes for 
cur army and signal*corps. For these 
aeroplanes to be effective, we need a 
large increase in the personnel—four 
more training stations and an aviation 
base every 100 miles along the Atlantic 
and Pacific. 

“At present the navy has one training 
station on the Atlantic—the army one 
training station onthe Pacific. We have 
no base for supplies and not one aero- 
piane stationed at any of our coast de- 
fense points or at the Panama Canal. 

“There is only one defense against 
the aeroplane, and that is the aero- 
plane. 


“Concerning Cine proposed program for 
aeronautics, the total sum of money 
asked in the proposed program, to cover 
a period including the next five years, 
is entirely inadequate to take care of 
our present needs, much less any en- 
largement of the navy and army. 

“Considering the importance of aero- 
nautios in all military operations, 
whether on land or sea, the program 
for this particular branch of the serv- 
ice is insignificant, and if it is not con- 
sistent with the entire program we may 
as well not .have a national defense. An 
inadequate national defense is the most 
expensive thing this country could pos- 
sibly buy. 

350 Aeroplanes Needed. 

‘You can imagine how far 75 aero- 
planes will go to properly serve the 
navy, even in times of peace. The navy 
has 16,000 miles of coast fine to defend, 
including the Panama Canal. We need 
at the Panama Canal at least 50 aero- 
planes of various types. In the vicinity 
of Sandy Hook, New York City, 2 aero- 
planes, and after figuring up and in- 
cluding all points along our immediate 
coast covering a distance of 4400 miles, 
the required number of aeroplanes nec- 
essary to properly co-operate with the 
nayy, will exceed 350 without counting 
the seaplanes with the fleet.” 

Lambert explained the uses of the 
aeroplane and other aircraft in land 
and sea warfare, with the important de- 
velopments which have come in the 
present war. He advocated the con- 
struction of ‘‘mother’’ aeroplane boats, 
with the speed of fast cruisers, and 
said that such boats, with the aero- 
planes, would go far to make up for 
the lack of cruisers and scout cruisers 
in the navy.

10 NIGHT RIDING 


Twelve Have Admitted Guilt, 6 
Convicted, 52 Still Fighting 
Charges at New Madrid. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

NEW MADRID, Mo., Jan. 21.—Two 
more of the New Madrid County night 
riders, John Elder and Dick Gamble, 
wefe convicted by a jury -here, this 
morning, of participation in the midnight 
attack, Nov..5 last, on M. R. Adkisson, a 
‘andowner, living near Gideon. Elder, 
who says he is a minister of the Church 
of God, was sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for three years. He was captain 
of the Peach Orchard gang of night 
riders. Gamble, who was a member of 
the “Gideon Band,” got a two-year sen- 
tence. 

Three of the defendants, Arthur Moy- 
ers, W. F. and G. M. Effinger, pleaded 
guilty this morning <o taking part in 
the attack on Adkisson and received 
sentences of two years each. Adkis- 
son's offense, like that of others against 
whom last fall’s campaign of terrorism 
was directed, was that he did not pay 
high enough wages to laborers em- 
ployed to clear his land. 

The present score is 12 pleas of guilty, 
with sentences of two years each; six 
convictions, with two 5-year terms, one 
2-year term and thtee 2-year terms; and 
52 defendants still holding out. While 
today’s convictions are expected to 
stimulate pleas of guilty, it is still pre- 
dicted here that the trials will last five 
or six weeks longer. 

Pieturesque Scenes at Trial. 

This old town, a century and a half 
ago the gathering place of Spanish and 
French traders and adventurers, has 
never seen a more picturesque event 
than the present trial. The throng of 
people from all the countryside who 
had gathered to view the outer scenes 
of the trial and, when possible, to get 
into the stuffy courtroom, and the pris- 
oners, 80 numerous as to overflow the 
jail and lodge in hotels and even in 
private homes, unite to give life and 
color to the scene. 

The visitors have come in buggies and 
spring wagons, on mules and even on 
foot. Wearing hickory shirts and cor- 
duroy breeches tucked into high muddy 
boots, the men stand on corners, talk- 
ing of the court proceedings and watch- 
ing the prisoners in their frequent pro- 
cessional between the jail and the court- 
room. 

Every hour or so the Sheriff or some 
of his deputies, heavily armed, leads a 
prisoner toward the courtroom. Those 
on the sidewalk step aside and give 
room readily to the prisoner, whom 
some of them recognize as a neighbor. 

Courtroom Small, Plain and Dark. 

The courtroom is small and plain, 
with bare spots of lathing where the 
plaster has fallen from the ceiling. 
Judge Sterling H. McCarty sits in a 
half-shadow, and below his high 
platform the darkness is such that 
the gray-haired Court clerk uses a 
lamp throughout the day. The law- 
yers, five for either side, are at a 
long table. Prosecuting Attorney 
Smalley is tall and gray, and Rice A, 
Pierce of Union City, Tenn., chief 
counsel. for the prisoners, is an ob- 
ject of interest to courtroom visitors, 
for he is a former member of Con- 
gress, and he defended the Reelfoot 
Lake night riders in his own State. 

In the spectators’ seats sti men, 
unshaven, spitting tobacco juice at 
knotholes in the floor, and women 
from the bottom lands, in faded 
dresses and heavy shoes, some of 
them holding restless children, whose 
crying and murmurs of “mamma” are 
almost continuous. 

Not a few of the women are the wives 
or near relatives of the actused men. 
Some of the wives seem confident, in 
spite of the sentences which have been 
imposed, that the fate of imprisonment 
in far-away Jefferson City will never 
befall their menfolk. 

Says Prison is Full Now. 

“Mister,” said the wife of one defend- 
ant to the Post-Dispatch correspondent, 
‘T ain’t a-skeered of none of these here 
courts. The penitentiary is done full, 
they tell we-uns, and they is sleepin’ 
five in a bed there, so they kain’t be 
no room there for to put we-uns’ men 
is:* 

John Elder, one of the two on trial 
yesterday and convicted today, told the 
reporter that he was “mighty innocent,” 
and added, “I’m a minister in the 
church of God, mister.”” This church 
is a sect of the Holiness variety and is 
locally known as the “Holy Rollers.’’

War Revenue Emergency Tax 
Measure Only One of National 
Importance Passed.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The forty- 


fifth day of the Sixty-fourth Congress 
found both branches drifting in a hap- 
hazard, leaderiess way that points,to a 
continuous session throughout the year 
unless some offort is made to organize 
the serious business of th: country. into 
a definite program . 

To date only one bill of national im- 
portance has been passed by the two 
houses—the measure continuing the war 
revenue emergency taxes provided at 
the last session. 

Since the passage of this act, both 
houses haye devoted almost their entire 
sessions to vagrant discussions. 


tion of legislation were agreed upon 
and methods of raising revenues dis- 
cussed at a dinner given last night 
by Secretary McAdoo to Democratic 
congressional leaders, including 
Speaker ‘Clark and the chairmen of 
some of the important committees. 
The desirability of clearing the en- 
tire legislative program before the 
national conventions was urged par- 
ticularly. a 

Unreserved comment was made on 
the slowness of both houses in get- 
ting down to the disposition of im- 
portant busness. 

This was the second dinner given 
within a week to members of Con- 
gress by the Secretary. Other mem- 
bers of the Cabinet will give dinners 
later to congressional leaders. 

The Senate has discussed the Bufo- 
pean war, Mexican affairs, prohibition, 
cotton and the Filipinos without con- 
clusion or progress toward a decisive 
vote on any subject. In addition to the 
war revenue bill there have been passed 
by the Senate resolutions asking the 
President for light on the recognition 
of Carranza, authorizing the payment of 
the salaries of employes of Congress for 
December and bills giving the consent 
of Congress to the construction of 
bridges in Mississippi, Arkansas, Penn- 
sylvania, Oklahoma, Illinois, Missouri 
and Ohio. 


Awaiting Consideration. 
Awaiting consideration of Congress 


are: Bills increasing the land and sea 
forces for national defense; the revenue 
bill (not even reduced to tentative form) 
to provide for deficiency and to defray 
the additional cost of defense; the mer- 
chant marine bill, establishing a fleet 
under Government control and appro- 
priating $50,000,000; the bill providing for 
greater penalties for offenses against 
the welfare of the Government by for- 
eigners; 13 appropriation bills, carrying 
about $1,250,000,000; five bills for the con- 
servation of the resources of the country 
in the intermountain states; a bill mak- 
ing amendments to the banking and 
currency act; and treaties with Colom- 
bia, Nicaragua and Haiti. 

The Philippine bill, which was not 
passe? at the last session because of 
the filibuster over the merchant marine 
bill, appears to have a chance to pass 
before the political conventions in June. 

There is the word of Chairman Hay of 
the House Military Committee and 
Chairman Padgett of the Naval Com- 
mittee that the national defense bill 
will not be ready for submission to the 
lower house much before the middle of 
March. Tentative drafts are being 
made. 

No man in either house appears to 
have made it his business to steer the 
defense. bills through the turbulent 
Democratic waters. The titular ‘leader 
of the Senate is Kern of Indiana, but 
he is not regarded as the spokesman of 
the administration in the Senate. Sen- 
ator William J. Stone of Missouri as- 
sumes to speak for the administration 
in matters relating to foreign affairs. 
Aside from Stone, the Democratic 
members do not accord to any one of 
their colleagues the credit of speaking 
for elther the administration or the 
Democratic party. 


Lack of Team Work. 
The principal trouble is lack of team- 


werk between the executive and the leg- 
islative branches. One reason for this 
seems to be that the President has not 
designated some member of his party 
to reflect the views of the administra- 
tion. Another Is that the party organ- 
ization, while held together by caucus 
arrangement, makes no provision for 3 
general party program and supplies no 
methods of discipline for the guidance 
fof individual Senators. 

To the Republican Senators the con- 
dition on the Democratic’: side is a 
source of entertainment. The Repub- 
lican program is simple and has been 
very effective. The two chief features 
\appear to be baiting the President and 
heckling the Democratic majority, 

The President and his administration 
are practically without a spokesman to 
lead the fight for the reforms he has 
advocated. There is no recognized lead- 
er, of the administration to furnish a 
program and to organize Democrats, 
among whom Bryan and his sympathiz- 
ers are daily proselyting with more suc- 
cess than the friends of the President 
like to see.

Bishop Tuttle, speaking on ““Mormon- 
ism” last night at the Cabanne branch 
library, praised the Mormons as loyal 
Americans and good neighbors, among 
whom he lived for 18 years after: his 
first consecration®as a Bishop, in 1867. 


day night lectures on various forms of 
religious belief, arranged by the Y. 
W. C. A. 

He told of an early experiment in 
woman suffrage, made in the Territory 
of Utah while ne was missionary Bishop 
of Utah, Idaho and Montana, and at 
a time when the Mormon c/.urch was 
in full control, subject only to the legis- 
lative veto of the Territorial Governor, 
who was appointed by the President of 
the United States. The Governor's veto 
power wa: absolute. 


Enfranchised Women 
“The Legislature, which was solidly 


Mormon, passed a statute enfranchising 
women,” said Bishop Tuttle. *‘The Gov- 
ernor, a non-Mormon, though: he saw a 
great opportunity. He reasoned that 
the women were the ones who were 
down-trodden by the system of polys- 
amy, and that if they got the ballot in 
their hands they would free themselves 
from their oppressers. So he signed the 
measure. | 

‘But it didn’t work out as he had ex- 
The women voted just as the 
men did, and things went on just as be- 
fore, néither better nor worse.”’ 

Women, the Bishop said, have been 
the strongest upholders of polygamy. 
He ascribed this to the element of self- 
sacrifice in woman’s nature, and to the 
fact that polygamy was made, under 
the Mormon system, a, matter of reli- 
gious duty. “his, he said, tended to lift 
it above the plane of sensuality—yet he 
described the polygamous system as 
“the crucifixion of womam”’ 

Bishop Tuttle said he did not be- 
lieve polygamy was ‘practiced in 
Utah at present, despite the asser- 
tions of Frank Cannon, who, he con- 
ceded, had exceptional opportunities 
for informing himself. 

“I have no doubt,” said the Bishop, 
“that many old Mormons are caring 
for their plural wives, the mothers of 
their families. The United States 
Government can afford to wink at 
such arrangements, in the'case of the 
aged. But I do not believe that 
young men and Women are entering 
into polygamy. They do not wish to. | 
Modern economic conditions do not 
permit it, and the spirit of the times | 
is against it. And if young men and 
women are not going into polygamy, 


4 then polygamy is dead.”

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Unanimously Declare in Favor 
of Contemplated $3,000,000 
: Improvement. 


The Board of Aldermen of Krk- 
wood last night unanimously adopted 
a resolution approving the proposed 
$3,000,000 bond issue for good roads 
in St. Louis County. 

This action was considered espe- 
cially significant by the good roads 
advocates, inasmuch as it is in Kirk- 


| wood that L. M. Dayis, editor of the 


Kirkwood Courier, a weekly news- 
paper claiming 1200 circulation,» has 
been leading position to the bond 
issue on the ground that incorporated 
county towns would not benefit by 
it, as none of the bond issue would 
be spent within the incorporated 
limits. 

Immediately after voting for the 
resolution, Alderman Dunnavant re- 
signed from the board because he has 
removed from the ward from which 
he was elected. The Aldermen elect- 
ed Louis J. Kerth, one of the owners 
of the Kirkwood Ourier, to the place 
left vacant by Dunnavant. 

The Clayton Courthouse was crowded 
last night for the good roads meeting, 
at which George B. Logan,, chairman 
of the Spéakers’ Bureau of the Good 
Kioads Association; Roy Britton, chair- 
man of the Legal Committee; Harry 
B. Hawes of the Executive Committee 
and Dr. Laurence I. Hewes, chief of 
the division of public roads and rural 
engineer of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, were the speakers. 

Hawes, in his speech, told just how the 


taxpayer would be affected by the bond! - 


issue. He said the man who owned 
$10,000 worth of property in St. Louis 
County would be assessed at $4000 and 
would pay bond issue taxes of $8 a year, 
or 66 2-8 cents a month. 

‘The monthly tax would be the equiv- 
alent of six bottles of beer, six cigars 
or 12 bottles of soda pop,” Hawes said. 
“Is there a man or woman in St. Louis 
County who would not be willing to 
contribute the price of six cigars or 12 
bottles of soda pop a month to make 
better roads for the little children who 
have to go to school on the bad roads 
and who get their feet and clothes wet 
and muddy in winter time and have to 
sit all day in that condition in the 
schoolroom, or tramp over the dusty 
roads in the summer time? 

“We have not many taxpayers own- 
ing $10,000 worth of property, but a great 
number owning $5000 worth, and they 
aré assessed at about $2000. The proper- 
ly owners assessed at $2000 will pay $4 
a year to meet the good roads bond ts- 
sue—about 1 cent a day. 

Benefit for Farmers. 

“I do not believe there is any tax- 
payer who would be unwilling to 
make these small playments to pro- 
vide good roads. We succeeded th 
having one mile of concrete road 
built on the Gravois road. Farmers 
travel: for miles. to get on that 
stretch of hard-surfaced road, so that 
their teams may have a rest. When 
we have such roads throughout the 
country the farmers can do all their 
hauling at a fraction of the present 
cost.” 

Dr. Hewes showed lantern slide 
views of roads in tle United States, 
England, France, Germany and 
Italy. 

He emphasized the fact that the 
people of St. Louis County had se- 
lected the most economical form of 
bond issue for the construction of the 
roads. He described the serial form 
of bond issue, and also the old style 
sinking fund form of bond issue. 

“By selecting the serial form of 
bond issue, instead of the sinking 
fund form, St. Louis County will save 
exactly $404,166 on the $3,000,000 
bond issue,” Dr. Hewes said. 

He called attention to the great 
progress that has been made in road 
building in the United States in re- 
cent years. There is now invested 
over $2,000,000,000 in good roads in 
this country, according to the statis- 
tics he presented. In 1904 the coun- 
try spent $80,000,000 on highway im- 
provement, and in 1916, it spent 
$260,000,000, he said. 

The use of highways for transpor- 
tation purposes is bound to show 
great increases every year, Dr. 
Hewes said. The Department of 
Good Roads of the United States has 
never heard any regrets from _ the 
communities that has invested its 
money in good roads, he declared. 
The reduced cost of hauling farni 
products and goods over the perma- 
nent roads, and the reduced cost of 
passenger travel, pay immediate 
dividends on the investments fn good 
roads, he asserted. 

Dr, Hewes wil speak tonight in the 
Holy Redeemer Hall in Webster 
Groves, and tomorrow night in Kirk- 


wood.

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CLUDES SONATA 
BY NEW COMPOSER 


“Ascension”, in A-Major by 
American Violinist Heard Here 
for First Time. 


By Richard L. Stokes. 
AVID AND CLARA MANNES 

presented one of their character- 

istically individual recitals of 
chamber music for violin and piano, last 
night at the Sheidon Memorial Audi- 
torlum, their most interesting number 
being the new “Ascension’’ sofiata in 
A Major, by Cecil Burleigh, the young 
American composer-violinist, whose 
works are beginning to attract favora- 
ble attention. This was its first per- 
furmance in St. Louis. Burleigh is con- 
nected with the music department of 
the State University at Missoula, Mont. 

While the name sonata is rather a 
raisnomer, the composition consisting of 
@ series of episodes instead of an or- 
ganic development of themes according 
to the conventional sonata form, it 
proved to be an unusually effective essay 
in program music, The three movements 
are based on Biblical passages from Isa- 
lah, Jolin and Luke, telling of the birth 
of the Messiah, the murmuring of the 
people against him and his transfigura- 
tion. 


Patehes of Strong Coler 
The parts for both piano and violin 


are well written, and there are many 
patches of high, strong color. Perhaps 
the second is the most striking move- 
ment, picturing the mutterings of the 
mob in Jerusalem, with sharp disso- 
nances, and rising to a stirring climax, 
the author’s direction for the playing 
of which is “impetuously, with rebel- 
lion.” — 

Next in interest was a beautiful com- 
position called “‘Reverie,’”’ by Ernest R. 
Kroeger of St. Louis, which is the re- 
flection in tones of a pensive, melan- 
choly mood. It was so well liked that 
it was repeated at the end of the: pro- 
gram, the musicians from the stage 
joining in the applause for the com- 
poser, who was present. 


A Varied Program 
The other numbers, all "Gharniingty 


played, were Beethoven’s Sonata in F 
Major, Bach’s immortal! “‘Air for the G 
String,”” Debussy’s water piece, “En 
Bateau;” a “Canzonetta,’’ by d’Ambro- 
sio, and Kreisler’s “Old Vienna 
Waltzes." The extra numbers were 
Schumann’s “The Bird as Prophet” and 
Wagner's ‘“‘Traueme,” 

"While Mannes does not pretend to rank 
among the greatest fiddlers, either in 
technique or power, he has justly won 
a name and a following in his own 
field by his sincerity, his high ideals 
and his reverent devotion to his art. 
Mrs. Mannes’ playing at the piano is 
not eo much an accompaniment to her 
husband's violin as a partnership with 
it. By sympathy of temperament and 
long playing together, they have arrived 
at a remarkable unity of feeling, so that 


their performances seem the product of 


one brain instead of two. The audience 
was not large, but it was extremely 
well pleased with the entertainment.

Man Who Escaped Makes Offer 
in Letter to Department of 
Justice Agent. 


REWARD FOR ARREST 


New York World Offers $250— 
Authorities Think Secret Or- 
ganization Protects Him. 


NEW YORK, Jan, 21.—Capt. William 
M. Offley, chief of the local Bureau of 
Investigation of the Department of Jue-| 
tice, today reecived a letter from Igna- 
tius Trebich Lincoln, the confessed Ger- 
man spy who escaped from a United 
States Deputy Marshal last Saturday, 
in which the writer offered to surrender 
at once if guaranteed immunity from 
prosecution on the forgery charge which’ 
caused his arrest last August. 

Lincoln, a Hungarian, but a natural- 
ized Englishman and a former member 
of the British Parliament, contended 
after his arrest that the British author- 
ities did not wish to try him on the 
forgery charge, but to execute him for 
his former espionage work in behalf of 
the German War Intelligence Office. 

In view of this, it is suspected his of- 
fer of surrender ig conditional on a 
guarantee from the United States that 
the recent order for extradition would 
be revoked. 

Harbored by “Group B.” 

The Government agents said they had 
reason to suspect that Lincoln was be- 
ing harbored by members of a secret or- 
ganization of European political exiles, 
known to the police as “Group B.” 

This is the organization, it was said, 
which some years ago successfully in- 
terposed to prevent extradition of Jan 
Pouren, wanted in Russia on a charge 
of murder, but whose return to that 
country was desired, the organization 
claimed, for political reasons.

“Interest suddenly converged on the 
copper metal situation today; reports 
that and 27c a pound were being 
quoted, and that what looked like a 
corner was threatened, directed atten- 
tion toward affairs in an industry which 
has benefited to an amazing extent in 
the course of the past 12 months. A 


recently dt was 24c and 24%c. Only in 
the early part of 1907 was a higher 
price quoted than 24%c. Reports oF 
Prices like 26c and 27c today were no 
altogether clear, and quite possibly were 
incorrect; but the possibility of such 
figures makes it necessary to call atten- 
tion to the danger to the copper situa- 
tion that is threatened by a runaway 
market. 

} “Speculators in the copper stocks, per- 
laps because they recognized that uan- 
ger, refrained from making any demon- 
stration in these stocks on the day’s 
market. Indeed, copper issues wege neg- 
lected most of the time... Two things a 
runaway market will do. It will check 
at once all industry that cannot afford 
in buying supplies to follow a maurket 
in a crazy price movement; it will stimu- 
late output to the absolute limit of ca- 
pacity. 

“There is no question of the strength 
of the present copper situation; de- 
mand from both domestic and foreign 
sources is greater than ever before. But 
output is, or presently will be, greater 
than ever before, a price like 24 cents 
being a strong inducement to this. De- 
mand for copper metal never: yet, for 
any length of time; was-greater than 
eutput. That does not signify that de- 
mand never will for any length of time, 
be greater than supply. But it does sig- 
nify that danger lurks in a situation so 
abnormal as that which is being wit- 
nessed at the present time. 

‘There is no way of learning the out- 
put and deliveries of copper in the Unit- 
ed States at the present time. The Cop- 
per Producers’. Agsociation, which used 
to make figures public, was quietly put 
to death in 1914, when it suited the 
convenience of the copper producers. Ac- 
cepting statements, however, that sur- 
rlus supplies of copper are small at the 
present time, there is the very real dati- 
ger presented of a trade selling only to 
customers who can pay its prices. 

“When those who cannot pay must 
shut down, the stimulus for advancing 
yrices is at once withdrawn, and when 
output runs ahead at a constantly in- 
creasing rate, a factor is injected into 
the situation which must eventually 
bring about a collapse of the entire 
high price structure. 

“The foreign exchange market showed 
greater strength todaY in demand bills 
on London; inquiry for. remittance 
against securities sent here from Great 
Britain was the reason given. Sales of 
foreign-owned American securities go 
on, and serve the purpose which the 
British Government has so much de- 
sired, namely, strengthening of the in- 
ternational exchange market.
